He achieved his greatest fame, 
however, in his Arctic 
explorations.

pedition and for three years, 1881 — 
1884, was under Lieutenant 
Greeley 
in exploring the interior of 
Grinnell 
I>and and 
the 
northwest 
coast 
of 
Greenland. On May 13, 1882 the party 
reached the then highest point North. | 
He was one of seven survivors resea- I 
ed, after harrowing 
experiences, 
by 
Lieutenant Commander W. S. Schley. 
General 
Wotherspoon 
is 
well 
known to Gettysburgians through his 
connection with 
the 
big 
maneuver 
camp here in Ii#IO. At that time he I 
was a brigadier general 
but 
during 
the past year he has been advanced 
in rank. General 
Wotherspoon 
a ls o ; 
served with distinction in the Indian < 
campaigns. For several years he has j 
been president of the Army War Col­ 
lege at Washington. 
Assistant Secretary of W ar Breck­ 
enridge was recently 
appointed 
by 
President Wilson. He 
is 
a 
former 
resident of Kentucky and this is his 
first position of prominence in public 
life.

Edward H. Rowe, formerly Mayor 
of Emmitsburg, and at one time de­ 
puty sheriff of Frederick county, was 
held Saturday in $500 bail for a fur­ 
ther hearing on Friday charged with 
forgery and embezzlement. 
He was arrested several days ago 
by Constable Hauver ana at a hear­ 
ing before Justice of the Peace Mil­ 
ler, of Woodsboro, was committed to 
jail in default of $1,000 bail on the 
forgery charge and $1,200 on the em­ 
bezzlement charge. 
He 
was subse­ 
quently released by Judge W orthing­ 
ton on a w rit of 
habeas 
corpus 
in 
$500 bail for a hearing Saturday. 
Mrs. Martha Hoppe,

burg, testified that

Rowe 
were co-administrators in the settle 
merit of the estate of the late Reuben 
Morrison. 
She alleged that by forg­ 
ing her mark to a check Rowe ob­ 
tained about $1,000 which belonged to 
her. 
Rowe says he is innocent of the 
charges and that the case is the re­ 
sult of bad feeling against him. He 
declares the estate was 
settled 
in 
1006 and the settlement 
ratified 
by 
the court having jurisdiction.
